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Africans are in the Market for Donkeys 


| never had any inclination or desire to hunt Africa, but one of my wonderful wife, Teresa's, favorite movies 
have always been Out of Africa. We got coerced into signing up and going on our first safari in 2017 from a 
fellow SCI member Mike and his wife at the time. Teresa and | were both self employed when we got married 
in 1989 and we had never taken a "honeymoon" so we figured better late than never. It was with Kuvhima 
Safaris out of South Africa and yes, the same guys who over these past few years have donated to our show's 
banquets.
